M a n il a , April 29.—Aguinaldo was 
evidently selecting the army as a cloak 
for his congress, hoping by subterfuge 
to overcome General Otis’ consistent 
policy of ignoring the Filipino govern­ 
ment.

Goverriijient officialH in Philadelp hia 
all say th a t the consp iracy of the two 
alleged connterfeiterH, A rth u r Taylor 
and Baldwin S. Bredellof Philadelp hia, 
who are charged w ith having made tlie 
p laten from which were p rinted the Fp n- 
riouH $100 silver certificate, is the mo.-t 
dangerous to the m onetary system of 
this country th a t has ever been attem p t­ 
ed and th a t had the discovery not been 
m ade when it was the counterfeiters in 
a short tim e w’ould have had in op era­ 
tion a p ap er m aking p lant, by which 
they would have been enabled to make 
the p ap er for notes so nearly like that 
made by the governm ent th a t the notes 
could net 
have 
been distinguished. 
They already had enough p ap er to make 
notes to the value of $ 
9,000,000. 
The story of this most rem arkable a t­ 
tem p t to defraud the government ly 
counterfeiting includes the arrest of a 
p artnership of five criminals, the seizure 
of the face and back p lates of the $I()0 
silver certificate, which has so long wor­ 
ried and troubled the treasury, the face 
and back [dates of an Everett head $.*)() 
silver certificate the p artly finished face 
and back p lates of a $100 Lincoln bead 
treasury note, the unfinished face and 
back p lates of a $30 silver certificate 
and three 10 cent 50 cigar internal reve­ 
nue stam p p lates. It also sho ws ho w the 
co nspirato rs were abo ut to get into the 
manufacture o f paper like that used by 
the go v ernment in printing treasury

and bank notes. It shows th a t the criin 
inals had on hand nine tons of watei 
m arked internal revenue p ap er,all conn 
terfeited, and more, in bulk and vol 
nme, th an the stock of sim ilar p ap t i 
kep t on hand by the bureau of p rintinv 
and engraving at W ashington and suf­ 
ficient to have 
p rinted 
25, 000,000 
staiiq is. Rem arkable to say, all the con 
sp irators are young men, the eldest be 
ing not over 88. H ad the p lan to mann 
factiire p ap er for the notes succeeded, 
the excellence of the engraving was sucii 
th a t it wmuld have been almost incap a­ 
ble of detection. 
H{>eaking of the case the other day, 
Chief W ilkie said that more than a year 
ago, when the counterfeit was first dis­ 
covered, treasury exjierts differed as to 
the way it was made. He finally deter­ 
mined that i t ‘was a com bination of 
p lioto etching and band engraving, and 
he set to work to w atch men who did 
th at sort of work. 
In Philadelp hia, 
New York and Chicago cap able men 
were p u t to work, the m an in this city 
being W illiam J. Burns, one of the 
most astute men in the secret service. 
About Ai)ril 1 it was learned th a t Tay 
lor & Bredell were a t work on some­ 
thing that they were endeavoring to 
conceal, and they w’ere watcheil closely 
The force here was largely increased,and 
men were set to follow them all the 
time. The arrest was made at the firm ’s 
office on Tuesday, Ap ril 18. 
“ W e took them into the p rivate office. 
888 Filbert street, ” he said, “ and fouml 
in their desks the m aterial describnd 
W e held them there, p referring to keep 
the arrests secret as long as we could 
The other day was the first they had 
been out. The evening they were caught 
Burns, Griffin and M urp hy went to 
Lancastei and direct to the factory, 
313 
Queen street, where they sp ent the night 
waiting. Burns, the w atcher for the con­ 
sp irators, was the first to arrive and 
was arrested. 
“ Kendig, one of the gang there, came 
later and was handcuffed to one of the 
officers. 
From him we got the keys to 
the only locked p lace in the building. 
It was sim p ly a fine p artition inclosing 
a sp ace about 1 5 feet sq uare, w ith a 
Yale lock. In there we found a D p late 
p ress. Lying on the bed of the p ress was 
a fine stam p p late of full size, w ith 10 
cent 5 0 cigar stam p s on it. W e exp ect­ 
ed this, because Mr. Jacobs, another of 
the men in Lancaster, had not been 
buying enough stamp s. In fact, he had 
only bought 
3 .5 0 0 stam p s in tw o years 
In a p ressure p ress in the same room, 


(be face of the [» ress beiilg tniTsize oi 
p rinted seal, there were under p ressm t 
about 3,000 sheets of stam p a On a bo.\ 
in another corner were a num ber ot 
wetting cloths and about 1.000 sheets of 
counterfeit revenue p ap er. 
“ On the same floor in 
37 tobaccc- 
cases we found about one-third of a ton 
of the p ap er bearing the distinctive 
mark of toe revenue service. 
This p a 
p er. we learned, had been made over 
five Tears ago, and we learned that th» 
man who made it is dead, fcrtnnateh 
for him. 
This left us to reckon with 
Jacobs. Officers Burns and S. A. Donella 
of Omaha district went to his office, but 
he was very busy, and they conld not 
see him. Finally*they forced their way 
to him, arrested him and seized the 
factory. 
We found a large sup p ly of 
stamp s in drawers accessible to clerks 
who stamp ed the iKjxes. 
These w» re 
p laced in the draw er each m orning by 
Jacobs. He brought them over in p ack­ 
ages once a week from Ken Jig’s olice. 
There are 48 of the counterfeit silver 
certificates in my office in W ashington, 
and I am confident that less than $10.- 
000 of these were p rinted. 
“ Now as to the arrest of Mr. Newitt. 
He is a man wtoo knew and realized the 
p eril of the enterp rise in which he was 
engaged. 
He is, moreover, a man wdio 
believes that every man lias his p rice. 
Ill Felirnary la.st he conceived the idea 
of p rotecting himself by arranging to 
secure inside inform ation through Se­ 
cret Service Agent McManus.

Professor Green i^ 
in charge of the dejiartiiient of p liysics 
and electrical 
engineering 
at Notre 
Dame, and has devoted much time to 
exiieriments with wireless telegrap hy 
Tests from one building to another on 
the camp us were tried with rem arkabk 
success. They were obtained by the use 
of ap i>aratUH constructed in the la bora 
tory t» f the college. 
The eq uip ment, as arranged by Pr<» 
fessor Green, consists of an indiictioi’ 
coil, to which 
is 
affixed a vertiiai 
cliarged wire and a sim ilar one is < oii 
nected with the earth at the p oint oi 
sending. At the receiving station is the 
coherer, which consists of a small glas- 
tube with insertions of brass metal at 
each end. The sp ace between the metals 
contains filings cf silver and nickel. 
A 
high resistance relay and a sounder are 
also at the receiving station. 
These two instrum ents are exactly 
the same as are used in the ordinary 
telegraiih office, thus m aking it p ossi 
ble for the oi)erator who is cap able ot 
receiving messages over the wires to 
[Terform the same work w ith the new 
discovery. At the sending station there 
is, instead of the ordinary keyboard, a 
simp le lever, which works like a p ump 
handle. As dots and dashes are measured 
by the m anner of p ressing the key un 
der the p resent system, they are indi 
cated by the new in the distance this 
lever is p ushed down or raised.

tip of

vertical wire is a bras.'- 
s[)here. and from this the sound waves 
go out in every direction, unless reflect 
ors are used to comp el the message to 
go out like rays from a searchlight 
The receiver intended to take a message 
is tuned to the same p oint of synchro 
nism as the machine which sends the 
messjtge.

It is not generally known that Martin 
Elliott was at one time a music teacher 
of no small repute.

Government officials in Philadelphia 
all say th at the conspiracy of the two 
alleged counterfeiters, A rthur Taylor 
and Baldwin S. Bredellof Philadelphia, 
who are charged w ith having made the 
plates from which were printed the spu­ 
rious $100 silver certificate, is the most 
dangerous to the m onetary system of 
this country th at has ever been attem pt­ 
ed and th at had the discovery not been 
made when it was the counterfeiters in 
a short tim e would have had in opera­ 
tion a paper m aking plant, by which 
they would have been enabled to make 
the paper for notes so nearly like that 
made by the governm ent th at the notes 
could net have been distinguished. 
They already had enough paper to make 
notes to the value of $9,000,000. 
The story of this most rem arkable a t­ 
tem pt to defraud the government by 
counterfeiting includes the arrest of a 
partnership of five crim inals, the seizure 
of the face and back plates of the $100 
silver certificate, which has so long wor­ 
ried and troubled the treasury, the face 
and back plates of an Everett head $50 
silver certificate the partly finished face 
and back plates of a $100 Lincoln bead 
treasury note, the unfinished face and 
back plates of a $20 silver certificate 
and three IO cent 50 cigar internal reve­ 
nue stamp plates. It also shows how the 
conspirators were about to get into the 
manufacture of paper like that used by 
the government in printing treasury 


the face of the press Deiilg ruff size oi 
printed seal, there were under pressure 
about 8,000 sheets of stamps. On a box 
in another corner were a num ber of 
wetting cloths and about 1,000 sheets of 
counterfeit revenue paper. 
On the same floor in 37 tobacco 
cases we found about one-third of a ton 
of the paper bearing the distinctive 
mark of the revenue service. 
This pa 
per, we learned, had been made over 
five years ago, and we learned that th* 
man who made it is dead, fortunately 
for him. 
This left us to reckon with 
Jacobs. Officers Burns and S. A. Donella 
of Omaha district went to his office, but 
he was very busy. and they could not 
see him. Finally they forced their way 
him, arrested him and seized the 
factory. 
We found a large supply of 
stamps in drawers accessible to clerks 
who stamped the boxes. 
These were 
placed in the drawer each morning by 
Jacobs. He brought them over in pack­ 
ages once a week from Ken dig ft o hee. 
There are 48 of the counterfeit silver 
certificates in my office in W ashington, 
and I am confident th at less than $ 10.- 
000 of these were printed.

He finally deter­ 
mined th at it was a com bination of 
photo etching and hand engraving, and 
he set to work to w atch men who did 
th at sort of work. 
In Philadelphia, 
New York and Chicago capable men 
were put to work, the man in this city 
being W illiam J. Burns, one of the 
most astute men in the secret service. 
About April I it was learned th at Tay 
lor & Bredell were at work on some­ 
thing that they were endeavoring to 
conceal, and they were watched closely 
The force here was largely increased, and 
men were set to follow them all the 
time. The arrest was made at the firm ’s 
office on Tuesday, April 18. 
‘‘We took them into the private office. 
888 Filbert street, ” he said, “ and found 
in their desks the m aterial described 
W e held them there, preferring to keep 
the arrests secret as long as we could 
The other day was the first they had 
been out. The evening they were caught 
Burns, Griffin and M nrphy went to 
Lancaster and direct to the factory. 212 
Queen street, where they spent the night 
waiting. Burns, the watcher for the con­ 
spirators, was the first to arrive and 
was arrested.

M sr«osl S y ste m May Soon Be In G en ­ 
eral Use. 
Experiments made during the past few 
days at Notre Dame university, South 
Bend, Ind., have convinced Professor 
Jerom e J. Green th at the Marconi ays 
tem of telegraphy will be in general us* 
at no distant date. 
Professor Green is 
in charge of tile departm ent of physio 
and electrical 
engineering at Notre 
Dame, and has devoted much time to 
experim ents w ith wireless telegraphy 
Tests from one building to another on 
the campus were tried with remarkable 
success. They were obtained by the use 
of apparatus constructed in the lahora 
tory of the college. 
The equipment, as arranged by Pro 
fessor Green, consists of an induction 
coil, to which 
is affixed a vertical 
charged wire aud a sim ilar one is con 
needed with the earth at the point cl 
sending. At the receiving station is the 
coherer, which consists of a small glas^ 
tube with insertions of brass metal at 
each end. The space between the metals 
contains filings cf silver and nickel. 
A 
high resistance relay and a sounder are 
also at the receiving station. 
These two instrum ents are exactly 
the same as are used in the ordinary 
telegraph office, thus m aking it possi 
ble for the operator who is capable of 
receiving messages over the wires to 
perform the same work w ith the new 
discovery. At the sending station there 
is, instead of the ordinary keyboard, a 
simple lever, which works like a pump 
handle. As dots and dashes are measured 
by the m anner of pressing the key un 
der the present system, they are indi 
cated by the new in the distance this 
lever is pushed down or raised.

the vertical wire is a b ra s s 
sphere, and from this the sound wave? 
go out in every direction, unless reflect 
ors are used to compel the message to 
go out like rays from a searchlight. 
The receiver intended to take a message 
is tuned to the same point of synchro 
nism as the machine which sends the 
message.

General Otis replied that he did not 
recognize the existence of a Filipino 
government. 
There will be probably another con­ 
ference today. 
The Filipino officers walked down the 
railroad track to the Kansas regiment’s 
outpost about 9 o’clock Friday morning. 
The Kansas captain in command there 
escorted them to General W heaton’s 
headquarters, where they were provided 
with horses and sent to the headquarters 
of General MacArthur. The Latter in­ 
vited th** Filipinos to sit down at lunch 
with him, and conversed with them for 
some time. 
He refused, however, to 
speak authoritatively on the subject of 
their errand, referring all inquiries to 
General Otis. 
The Filipinos were then escorted bv 
Major Maloney of General Mac Arthur s 
staff, to Manila, reaching here at about 
J o ’clo ck p. in. 
General Otis’ aide, 
Lieutenant Sladen, was awaiting their 
arrival at the de]nit with a carriage, in 
which they were driven to the palace 
entrance. 
The Filipino officers attracted much 
attention. They were dressed in uni­ 
forms of checkered blue aud white cloth 
and wore straw hats. 
Ahey carried no 
side arms. 
They were escorted directly 
to the office of General Otis. 
Jacob G. 
Scbnrman, president of the Philippine 
commission, aud Hon. Charles Denby, a 
member of the commission, soon joined 
the party there. 
The uews of the arrival OI the rili- 
pmo officers under a flag of truce spread 
through the city rapidly, and many offi­ 
cers gravitated to the corridors of the 
palace, while a crowd of natives gath­ 
ered in the so mire onDQsitia the nauoe.

Secretary Alger said that 
while it could not be said that peace 
was assured, he regarded the prospects 
as of the brightest am t felt confident 
that the end of the insurrection was 
near. 
There was much praise for the volun­ 
teers, a marked change in the sentiment 
expressed a few days ago when it was 
understood that the same men were 
pleading to he brought home. Colonel 
Funston came in for the most commend­ 
ation, ev*u the regular officers taking 
note with admiration of the fact that 
hisa< Movements w re a ll strictly within 
the lilies of the plans laid down for him 
by his superior officer, General Whea­ 
ton. 
General Corbin said that every vol­ 
unteer who participated iii the fighting 
in the Philippines since peace was de­ 
clared should have ii medal of honor. 
By tin* terms of their enlistments they 
were entitled to withdraw from the ser­ 
vice, hut they had remained voluntar­ 
ily, performing more than was required 
of them, which was more than the or­ 
dinary duty of ii soldier. 
It was expected that today there 
would be further negotiations with the 
insurgent representatives. 
While the 
hope was expressed that our commission 
would not hold out terms so severe as 
to lead to a renewal of tile fighting, or 
the withdrawal of the insurgents to 
mother stronghold further north, it 
was realized that Otis must exercise 
care to make sure that they did not iii 
bad faith take advantage of the oppor­ 
tunity afforded by a susjiension of hos­ 
tilities to secure whatever of benefit to 
themselves may come from the rapidly 
approaching rainy season. Campaign­ 
ing on tin* part of the Americans would 
lie almost 
impossible at that time. 
However, it was believed that Aguin­ 
aldo was really iii earnest, and that his 
sole effort was to shift responsibility for 
the surrender to the Filipino congress. 
Adjutant General Corbin said the 
Filipino peace overtures would not 
bring about any change of plan in this 
country as to forwarding ships, supplies 
and troops to the Philippines. Trans­ 
ports were al lout to sail irom San Fran­ 
cisco, and a considerable number of 
troops were under orders to proceed to 
Manila. 
It was said at the navy department 
that tin* developments of the day made 
it improbable that the Iowa would be 
sent to Manila according to the original 
program. Iii view of the state of af­ 
fairs in China, however, the American 
fleet on the Asiatic station will be kept 
at a high standard. 
The text of General Otis’ dispatch 
follows: 
“ M a n i l a , April 28. 
Adjutant General, W asnington: 
“ After taking Galumph MacArthur’s 
division crossed the Rio Grande river 
iii the face of great obstacles, driving 
the concentrated forces of the enemy 
back on the railroad two miles.

Arthur reports that the passage of the 
river was a remarkable military achieve­ 
ment, the success of which was due to 
the daring, skill and determination of 
Colonel Funston, under tho discrimin­ 
ating control of General 
Wheaton. 
Casualties slight; number not yet ascer­ 
tained. 
“This morning the chief of staff from 
the commanding general of the insur­ 
gent forces entered our lines to express 
admiration of the wonderful feat of the 
American army in forcing the passage 
of the river, which was tnoaght impos­ 
sible. The staff officer reports th at the 
insurgent commanding general has re­ 
ceived from tho insurgent government 
directions to suspend hostilities pending 
negotiations for the termination of the 
war.

I went in the alley 
from Market street, and as I was going 
by Mr. Geon’s place of business I no­ 
ticed the shutters were closed and there 
was a blind on the glass door. There 
were no means by which the interior of 
the saloon could be seen, and I made an 
effort to look in. I thought I might be 
mistaken, and I went back the second 
time, bnt couldn’t see in as the shatters 
and a blind oyer the door preyented it. 
I examined all three windows, bnt 
could not see in the saloon. There was 
no person with me when I made the 
first examination. 
Officer Whan was 
with me when I made the second. There 
was no change in the windows between 
my first and second examination.” 
The witness was subjected to a rigid 
cross-examination 
and said: 
“The 
shutters were all closed. They hare 
slats in them and open on either side. 
If the slats open they were closed at 
this time, as yon couldn’t see any light 
in the saloon. 
I don't know whether 
any person was in the saloon. The 
windows are not more than two or 
three feet from the ground, and the 
glass

be

that. 
There 
would be no trouble to see a man inside 
the saloon. 
We stood two or three feet 
from the window when we looked in. I 
don’t believe I ever heard a disturbance 
in the saloon of Joseph W. Geon, and 
his reputation as a law abiding citizen is 
good ” 
Officer W ban was called and said: 
“I was at various places between 3 and 
4 o’clock Snnday afternoon, April 9. I 
went through Summit lane, and found 
the shutters closed at Joseph W. Geon’s 
saloon. I think there are two windows 
and one door into the barroom and a hall 
door. I don’t know where the hall door 
goes. 
The 
shutters 
were 
closed 
both above and below, shotting off all 
view of the interior. I made no attempt 
to look in the saloon, bnt looked at the 
windows. Officer McMillan was with 
me and we couldn’t see in at all.” 
On cross-examination the witness said 
he did not go in the alley for the special 
purpose of looking at the windows, bat 
that his attention was called to it by 
Officer McMillan, who said he didn’t 
think the saloons were observing the 
screen ordinance very well.

Experim ents made during the past few 
days at Notre Dame university, South 
Bend, Ind., have convinced Professor 
Jerom e J. Green th at the Marconi sys 
tem of telegraphy will be in general us» 
at no distant date. 
Professor Green is 
in charge of Hie departm ent of p hysio 
and electrical 
engineering 
at Notre 
Dame, and has devoted much tim e to 
experim ents w ith wireless telegraphy 
Tests from one building to another on 
the cam pus were tried with remarkable 
success. They were obtained by the use 
of apparatus constructed iii the labora 
tory of the college. 
The equipment, as arranged by Pro 
fessor Green, consists of an induction 
coil, to which 
is affixed a vertical 
charged wire and a sim ilar one is con 
net ted with the earth at the point oi 
sending. At the receiving station is the 
coherer, which consists of a small glas^ 
tube with insertions of brass metal at 
each end. The space between the metals 
contains filings cf silver and nickel. 
A 
high resistance relay and a sounder are 
also at the receiving station. 
These two instrum ents are exactly 
the same as are used in the ordinary 
telegraph office, thus m aking it possi 
ble for the operator who is capable of 
receiving messages over the wires to 
perform the same work w ith the new 
discovery. At the sending station there 
is, instead of the ordinary keyboard, a 
simple lever, which works like a pum p 
handle. As dots and dashes are measured 
by the m anner of pressing the key un 
der the present system, they are indi 
cated by the new in the distance this 
iever is pushed down or raised.

N ew Y o r k, April 29.—Cheers and 
the waving of hats greeted President 
M< kiiiley, Mrs. McKinley and their 
party when they reached the Manhattan 
hotel about 5:30 last night. 
The party consisted of President and 
Mrs. McKinley, Mr. and Mrs. Abner 
McKinley, Secretary of the Navy aud 
Mrs. Long, Secretary of the Treasury 
Gage, Brigadier General Fred D. Grant 
and Mrs. Grant, George B. Cortelyou, 
acting private secretary to the president ; 
Captain S. 8. Saxton, Dr. P. M. Rihev, 
surgeon U. S. N. 
A number of police­ 
men guarded the entrance to the hotel 
and kept back the crowd. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , April 29.—When the 
president auk party reached the cruiser 
Raleigh, Friday, a national salute was 
fired. 
Accompanied by Captain Coghlan, the 
president proceeded to the cabin of the 
cruiser, where he held an informal re­ 
ception. 
He was then escorted to the 
lower deck, on which the sailors were 
lined up for inspection. 
Captain Coghlan introduced the men 
of the ship. 
After passing before them with bared 
head, Mr. McKinley addressed the men 
as follows: 
“Captain Coghlan aud the men of the 
Raleigh—It gives me very great pleas­ 
ure to bid you welcome here to congrat­ 
ulate you and each one of you on the he­ 
roic part you played in the great battle on 
the first of May at Manila, which was 
a most glorious triumph of the Ameri­ 
can arms, and made a new arid glorious 
page in American history. 
“I assure you that when I give you 
welcome I am only speaking the heart’s 
welcome of 75,000,000 American citizens 
who honor you all for your splendid 
services to our country. 
“This feeling not only extends to 
your great admiral, whom we all love and 
honor, but to the humblest member of 
the crew' who who w as in that great fleet 
at Manila bay. 
“ I give you all a warm and generous 
welcome and my thanks.” 
Secretary of the Navy Long then ad­ 
dressed the sailors. 
The sailors then gave three cheers for 
the president of the United States and 
three for the secretary of the navy. 
This was followed by the ship’s yell: 
Who are we? 
Can’t you see? 
We are members of the new navee. 
Rah! Rah! Rah! Raleigh! 
The president then shook hands with 
the various officers of the cruiser and 
spoke a pleasant word for each. 
Then, 
with the ladies of tho party, the presi­ 
dent made a tour of inspection of the 
warship. 
He examined the big gun on 
the starboard side which spoke first in 
the battle at Manila. 
A general handshaking concluded the 
visit and the presidential party returned 
to the tug. 
A flying visit was made to 
Cramps’ shipyard, where the battleship 
Alabama, in course of construction, was 
inspected.

Matthew S. Quay, who has just been 
appointed United States senator from 
Pennsylvania by Governor Stone, at an 
early age gave signs of the keen judg­ 
ment of situations and willingness to 
take desperate risks which have char­ 
acterized his politics since. 
When he was 6 years old, as he tells 
the story, his father one day brought 
home to Dillsburg a little pocket Bible 
and a tin sword with a brilliant red 
hilt. 
In order to test the bent of the 
child’s mind he gave him his choice. 
He wanted the sword, and he wanted 
the book. 
He had a little sister who 
would probably get the Bible if be 
chose the sword; but, as he figured out 
the situation, a girl could have no use 
for a martial weapon, and if he chose 
the Bible there was more than a fight­ 
ing chance that his father, well pleased, 
would throw in the sword. So the young 
politician reached out his hand piously 
for the book, while his heart went out 
toward the sword. He got both, just as 
he had foreseen. 
Students of Quay’s character say his 
career has been due, first, to the fact 
that he always sticks to his friends, 
and, second, that he knows the power 
of money. He early showed the shrewd­ 
ness which has marked his political life. 
as the following story proves: 
“ Judge Harry W hite of Indiana 
county, Pa., is conspicuous among the 
workers for the re-election of United 
States Senator Quay, ” said an ex-mem­ 
ber of the Pennsylvania legislature to a 
New York Sun reporter, “ and this in 
spite of the way Quay traded knives 
with him when they were boys together, 
going to school in western Pennsylva­ 
nia. 
Judge White is about the last of 
the old school of politicians in that 
state who is still prominent and influ­ 
ential among the Repnblican leaders. 
He was a smart boy, hut not qnite so 
smart as Matt Quay. 
There never was 
a sharper, more mischievous, successful, 
schemer as a boy than Matt was. 
He 
was continually cutting ap pranks that 
no other boy would ever think of. 
He 
was always looking for a dicker of some 
kind, and he never traded a knife or a 
handful of marbles or anything else 
that he didn’t get the better of the boy 
he traded with, no matter how much 
the advantage seemed to lie with the 
latter in the preliminary negotiations. 
But the transaction in the matter of 
the knife trade with Harry White was 
a little ahead of any deal he ever made 
in those halcyon days. 
“ Matt had a jackknife that was the 
envy of all the boys. It had a buckhorn 
handle, and I don’t know how many 
blades and files and other implements 
dear to the boy heart. 
This knife was 
particularly coveted by Harry White, 
and he made all sorts of offers to Matt 
for a trade, one of which included a 
knife he owned, a dozen marbles, a ball 
of twine and a tin squirt gun, but Matt 
persistently declined to make a dicker. 
One day, though, much to the surprise 
and joy of Harry, Matt brought up the 
matter of a deal for his knife and sug­ 
gested that he might be induced to 
swap for something. 
“ ‘I haven’t got my knife with me, 
though,' said the future statesman, 
‘and if we strike up a bargain you will 
have to go after it. ’ 
“ ‘All right,’ said Harry, too much 
pleased to ask any questions. ‘How will 
yon trade?’ 
“ ‘W ell,’ replied Matt, ‘if you will 
give me your knife, the marbles, the 
twine and the squirt gun and throw in 
that horsehair fishline of yours, I'll call 
it a go. ’ 
“ ‘I ’ll do it!’ exclaimed Harry, and 
he produced the articles Matt had men­ 
tioned and handed them over. 
‘I ’ll go 
up to your house and get the knife. ’ 
“ Mat stowed Harry’s knife and the 
other things in his pockets and said: 
“ ‘You needn’t go up to our house 
after the knife. It ain't there.' 
“ ‘Where’ll I go after it, then ?” ask­ 
ed Harry. 
“ ‘Up to the tannery,’ replied Matt.

tio n o f an aged sco ffer. 
He aro se, and, 
addressing the Rev. Mr. Frank in 
lo ud vo ice, wanted to be info rnied 
whether the meeting was a bo na tide 
pnblic o ne o r whether it was packec 
“ like a mere Sarato ga co nventio n.’

The 
Filipino s wo rry mo re than really fight, 
and this co nstant wo rry ing o f tro o ps by 
small bo dies o f insurgents makes the 
wi» rk very fatiguing to the so ldier. The 
Filipino carries no heavy pack o r ac­ 
co uterments and 
go es barefo o t mo st 
o f the time. He can run like a deer, and 
do es so rather than meet a fo e face to 
face. 
Being light o f fo o t and kno wing 
every fo o t o f the co untry he traverses, 
he has a big advantage. 
Then, again, 
he do esn’t have to wo rry a b o u t 
ho lding 
the gro und he takes, fo r he isn’t o n the 
taking side o f the game. 
“ It is interesting to kno w ho w many 
o f the bo y s believe in fatality , and o ne 
o ften hears o ne say to ano ther, ‘Well, 
when y o ur time co mes to die y o u’ll die,

Peach said the object was to try and 
settle the matter, and it was thought 
beet to let council act. 
Mr. Smith moved that council ad­ 


journ aud the motion was seconded by 
Mr. Seckerson. 
Mr. Cain wanted to 
talk about Tanyard run sewer, and 
thought connoil should build a portion 
of the storm water sewer. Mr. Marshall 
thought it was a poor idea, as it woald 
seriously hamper the building of the 
sanitary sewer in district No. 2. Mr. 
McHenry said the sanitary sewer should 
be built, but didn’t know anything 
about the storm water sewer. Engineer 
George wanted a committee appointed 
to confer with the sewer commissioners, 
bat the matter was finally disposed of 
without action being taken. 
The proprietors of the newspapers re­ 
tired, and in a few minutes returned 
with a bid offering to do the printing 
for one-third the legal rate. Mr. Gain 
said it looked to him like a joint affair, 
and the papers must have misunderstood 
council, who wanted the lowest bidder 
to get the printing. 
Oonncil then adjourned, bat several 
of the members remained and looked 
over the printing bids. 
Suddenly Mr. 
Marshall, who has become a legal (?) 
advisor of no small ability, began to talk 
about a collusion of bidders, and in ac­ 
cordance with his usual advice to coun­ 
cil, thought the solicitor should com­ 
mence an action against the newspapers. 
He was the only member who could see 
the “collusion,” but the matter will be 
farther investigated in an endeavor to 
discover what point the talkative mem­ 
ber from the First ward was endeavor­ 
ing to reach. 
Mr. Gain was in favor of 
printing handbills, but nobody else had 
thought of the plan, and after talking 
some time the members went home.

The case of the city against Joseph 
VV. Geon for violating the screen ordi­ 
nance was called yesterday afternoon at 
2 :80 o’clock in police court. 
The first witness was Officer McMillan, 
but before he had offered his testimony 
Attorney Cook objected to any evi­ 
dence being submitted under the affi­ 
davit for the reason that it was insuffi­ 
cient, and the ordinance under which it 
was drawn was null and void. 
The 
objection was overruled and an excep­ 
tion noted. 
Officer McMillan was permitted to 
testify and said : “I am an officer in East 
Liverpool. 
On the afternoon of April 
ii I was in different parts of the city and 
was in the neighborhood of the Diamond 
and Summit lane. 
I went in the alley 
from Market street, and as I was going 
by Mr. Geon’s place of business I no 
ticed the shutters were closed and there 
was a blind on the glass door. There 
were no means by which the interior of 
the saloon could be seen, and I made an 
effort to look in. I thought I might be 
mistaken, and I went back the second 
time, but couldn't see in as the shutters 
and a blind over the door prevented it. 
I examined all three windows, but 
could not see in the saloon. There was 
no person with me when I made the 
first examination. 
Officer Whan was 
with me when I made the second. There 
was no change in the windows between 
my first and second examination.” 
The witness was subjected to a rigid 
cross-examination 
and said: 
“The 
shutters were all closed. They have 
slats in them and open on either side. 
If the slats open they were closed at 
this time, as yon conldn't see any light 
in the saloon. 
I don’t know whether 
any person was in the saloon. The 
windows are not more than two or 
three feet from the ground, and the 
glass 
in 
the 
door 
would 
be 
a 
little 
higher 
than 
that. 
There 
would be no trouble to see a man inside 
the saloon. 
We stood two or three feet, 
from the window when we looked in. I 
don’t believe I ever heard a disturbance 
in the saloon of Joseph W. Geon, and 
his reputation as a law abiding citizen is 
good ” 
Officer VV ban was called and said: 
“I was at various places between 8 and 
4 o’clock Sunday afternoon, April 9. I 
went through Summit lane, and found 
the shutters closed at Joseph W. Geon’s 
saloon. I think there are two windows 
and one door into the barroom and a hall 
door. 
I don’t know where the hall door 
goes. 
The 
shatters 
were 
closed 
both above and below, shotting off all 
view of the interior. I made no attempt 
to look in the saloon, bot looked at the 
windows. Officer McMillan was with 
me and we couldn’t see in at all.” 
On cross-examination the witness said 
he did not go in the alley for the special 
purpose of looking at the windows, but 
that his attention was called to it by 
Officer McMillan, who said he didn't 
think the saloons were observing the 
screen ordinance very well. 
He said he 
stood within five or six feet of the win­ 
dows, and they were four feet or more 
from the ground. 
He also testified that 
Mr. Geon was a law-abiding citizen. 
This closed the case of the city, and 
the only witness called for the defense 
was S. C. Whittenberger who said : “I 
have lived here 22 years and have known 
Joseph W. Geon almost all that time. I 
am bartender for Geon. 
I remember 
when the screen ordinance was passed 
he told Robert Spencer and myself to be 
careful and keep the screens open. 
We 
are the only ones about the bar. 
I left 
the place Saturday night and to my 
knowledge the 
screens were never 
closed. 
Mr. Geon’s business is con­ 
ducted in a law abiding way.” 
Solicitor McGarry subjected the wit­ 
ness to a very rigid cross examination 
and he said: 
“I have lived here 22 
years and have been in the whisky busi­ 
ness daring that time. 
The shutters 
had not been closed Saturday evening, 
and I didn’t touch them when I left. I 
was there on Sunday as I always have a 
lot of perishable goods to look after. I 
was there in the morning between 9 and 
IO o’olock, and left about ll. I entered 
the saloon from the front door which 
leads into a hallway and on into the sa­ 
loon.

This is his own story; 
“ I am a constant ‘rooter’ for Kansas 
Citv, and when I started out to bnild a 
house 1 made up iiiy mind to mak e a 
eore enough Kansas City house. 
If I 
could use glue instead of nails and 
porews for putting it together, I'd defy 
any man to lay his hand on a part of it 
that wasn’t manufactured here. To be­ 
gin at the beginning, the foundation of 
my house is Kansas City limestone, 
quarried by Kansas City laborers, nsing 
Kansas City made tools. The stone was 
hauled from the quarry to my house in 
wagons made in Kansas City, drawn by 
Kansas City horses, wearing Kansas 
City harness. 
You see, I went in for 
the whole thing while I was at it. The 
cellar and excavations for the founda- 
iion were dug partly with Kansas City 
pick s. I think they work ed in a shovel 
or so that wasn’t made here, but I 
couldn’t prove it. The foundation stcnes 
were cemented together with sand from 
the river and lime made right here. 
“I wouldn’t have any Inmber that 
had been dressed away from Kansas 
City, as I consider it manufactured at 
home if it comes here in the rough and 
is prepared for use later. 
All of the 
main liody will be made of Inmber that 
I k now has been through Kansas City 
planing mills. There will be tar paper 
under the weatherboarding, and that is 
made here, as will be all of the doors, 
pashes, sash weights, lock s, doork nobs, 
cornices and the art glass in the front 
door. 
I had to put up with imported 
glass for the windows, but it was be­ 
cause there wasn’t any way to get 
around it, and the lights will be put in 
with Kansas City putty. The laths and 
ehingles, too, are work ed up somewhere 
else, but 1 had the satisfaction of k now­ 
ing that we have the machinery in 
Kansas City planing mills to do the 
work if we wanted to. 
‘ 
“If any corrugated ironwork goes 
into niy house, it will be homemade. So 
will be all freizes and centerpieces, 
new’el posts, stairs, chandeliers, mantels, 
all cornices and moldings. I suppose the 
guttering and rain pipes will have to 
be made from imported tin, but Kansas 
City manufacturers will shape it and 
Wilder it together with Kansas City 
Diade solder. All of the drain pipes that 
are made of clay will be manufactured 
here. So will be the furnace in the cel­ 
lar, t he granitoid walk s outside and the 
iron t eiice in front. 
“ Wig'll the finishing time comes, the 
bouse will be painted with homemade 
paint in.side and out. 
The rooms will 
be frescoed with the same product, and 
when the floors are stained and varnish- 
f^d or waxed, all these will be made 
here. In the k itchen will be a range 
iJuide, yon bet. in Kansas City, United 
States of America.

EDUCATION IN PORTO RICO.

From a private letter received at 
Washington trom an American in l\)rto 
Rico some interesting information not 
ctjutained in the press « lispati hes is « le- 
rived. 
He is espe<ially interested in 
educational matters. It appears, among 
other things, that steps have been tak en 
to prepare a statute covering the princi­ 
pal points of American common school 
legislation, the first draft of which has 
Vieen finished. Fifteen young Americans 
have been employed and sent out nom­ 
inally to teach English, but really to 
perform at the same time the duties of 
county superintendents of schools. Their 
jnrisdictidij and duties will cover the 
schools of the entire island and supply 
a want that has never before been met. 
A reviseil course of \itndy has been pre­ 
scribed for the comijU)ii schools, and a 
new series < f textbook s for use therein 
has been prejiared, the use of which has 
been officially authorized. 
The bo« k s 
are to be publisliHl by a Boston firm. 
Plans for public scliool bnildings have 
also been work ed « uit. 
Only four sucb 
buildings now exist in Porto Rico. The 
letter continues: 
“ The new secretary of the Interior, 
De Valle, is a fine business man, with 
the practical instincts of a Yank ee, and 
business moves along with remark able 
smoothness and celerity since he as­ 
sumed office. 
I mailed you the other 
day a newspaper containing the plat­ 
form of the new political party organ­ 
ized here. 
The men are the American 
Porto Ricans. 
Some time must elapse 
before the roiie can safely be tak en off 
Porto Rico’s collar. She can’t run alone 
until enough of the natives have been 
educated in American ideas to mak e the 
American Porto Rico element the ma­ 
jority. 
At present the Rivera faction, 
Spanihh in all its methods and princi­ 
ples in spite of all its professitms to the 
contrary, would soon gain control. 
“ This is a fine country, and with 
good roads anti schtxils will be a pros­ 
perous one. 
The reports about disturb­ 
ances are all bosh, but there are much 
financial depression and actual suffer­ 
ing. 
It seems to me that the currency 
ought to be changed a t once. You can­ 
not get the idea out of the heads of 
these people—and you couldn’t if pres­ 
ent conditions were to continue for 
years—that the United States is to re­ 
deem at par the Porto Rican currency, 
whose official ratio is 60. 
The result is 
money hoarded, no investments, no pur­ 
chasers for crops, 
no business. 
Of 
course the tariff uncertainty aggravates 
this state of affairs. ’’—New York Trib­ 
une.

T op ic .—H ow shall we divide our time? — 
Eccl. iii, 1-15. 
The proi>er use of cur time is one of 
the most important dntie.s of life. It is 
a gift of God which once gone nev« r 
returns. 
Our success in life dej>ends 
upon our ability to propt'rly divide and 
properly use the time which Gcxi allots 
to us. In these days, when the demands 
njion the time of those w’h«> are activ« ' 
and industrious are so multitudinous, 
the question of the proper dividing of 
time becomes all the more important. 
Alfred the (xr« » at of England dividod 
his day into three periods of eight hours 
each—one p« *rio« l for work , a second for 
recreation and the third for sleep. Thn.'^ 
he accomplished much in life. 
The wise man in the topical r« » feiw -e 
teaches us that God has .set a time for 
all things. The changes that are going 
on in life are constant, and yet nothing 
is done haphazardly or without system. 
There is a time for every work of God, 
and each comes in its season. 
If God 
finds it necessary in order to cf.rry out 
His purposes in life to have a time and 
a season for everything, how much 
more certain it is that if we are to ac­ 
complish the purpose for which God 
niafle us we must have a time for the 
duties of life and perform them at their 
time. 
Just how (*aeh one is to divide his 
time is a (pit^stion that he only can de­ 
cide. 
But there are certain principles

Tjjpre is 8 Hisn in Kansfls City who 
decided to build a home this spring, 
and being a boomer, he conceived the 
idea of constructing and furnishing his 
bouse as nearly as possible from Kan­ 
sas City materials. 
The only foreign 
material in the structure is nails. 
Of 
conrae the lumber was shipped here 
frow a distance, but since it came on 
ic the rough and was dressed and made 
ieady for use by Kansas City planing 
nills he feels the right to stretch a 
point in this respect. And what makes 
the boomer particularly happy is that 
bis house will cost less than the $3,000 
he expected to put into it, and he con- 
eiders the homemade materials are su­ 
perior to any that could be imported 
This is his own story: 
“ I am a constant ‘rooter’ for Kansas 
Citv. and when I started out to build a 
house I made up my mind to make a 
sure enough Kansas City house. 
If I 
could use glue instead of nails and 
screws for putting it together, I ’d defy 
any man to lay his hand on a part of it 
that wasn’t mannfactnred here. To be­ 
gin at the beginning, the foundation of 
my house is Kansas City limestone, 
quarried by Kansas City laborers, nsing 
Kansas City made tools. The stone was 
hauled from the quarry to my house in 
wagons made in Kansas City, drawn by 
Kansas City horses, wearing Kansas 
City harness. 
You see, I went in for 
the whole thing while I was at it. The 
cellar and excavations for the founda­ 
tion were dug partly w ith Kansas City 
picks. 
I think they worked in a shovel 
or so that wasn’t made here, bot I 
couldn’t prove it. The fcnndation stones 
were cemented together with sand from 
the river and lime made right here. 
“I wouldn’t have any lumber that 
had been dressed away from Kansas 
City, as I consider it manufactured at 
home if it comes here in the rough and 
is prepared for use later. 
All of the 
main body will be made of lumber that 
I know has been through Kansas City 
planing mills. There will be tar paper 
under the weatherboarding, and that is 
made here, as will be all of the doors, 
sashes, sash weights, locks, doorknobs, 
cornices and the art glass in the front 
door. 
I had to put up with imported 
glass for the windows, but it was be­ 
cause there wasn’t any way to get 
around it, and the lights will be put in 
with Kansas City putty. The laths and 
shingles, too, are worked up somewhere 
else, but I had the satisfaction of know­ 
ing that we have the machinery in 
Kansas City planing m ills to do the 
work if we wanted to. 
“If any corrugated ironwork goes 
into my house, it w ill be homemade. So 
will be all freizes and centerpieces, 
newel posts, stairs, chandeliers, mantels, 
all cornices and moldings. I suppose the 
guttering and rain pipes will have to 
be made from imported tin, but Kansas 
City m anufacturers will shape it and 
solder it together with Kansas City 
made solder. All of the drain pipes that 
are made of clay will be manufactured 
here. So will be the furnace in the cel­ 
lar, the granitoid walks outside and the 
iron fence in front. 
“ WiVn the finishing tim e comes, the 
house will be painted with homemade 
paint inside and out. 
The rooms wil 
he frescoed w ith the same product, and 
when the floors are stained and varnish 
ed or waxed, all these will be made 
here. 
Iu the kitchen will be a range 
made, you bet, in Kansas City, Unitec 
States of America. So w ill be the pans 
ami the kettles, w ater pails, tinw are, 
aud all kitchen utensils except cutlery 
ami iron pots. 
The kitchen table anc 
cabinets, 
chairs 
and 
brackets anc 
shelves will all be made here. The con 
hum in the range will be mined in 
•Jackson county w ith Kansas City made 
tools, and those same Kansas City made 
Wagons will haul it to my house. 
“ loathe dining room will be rugs 
made in Kansas C ity; likewise a table 
aud chairs and a sideboard. There will 
probably be a couple of pictures on the 
Jails, and these will be painted by 
angas City artists and inclosed in Kan- 
as City made frames.

It appears, among 
other things, th at steps have been taken 
to prepare a statute covering the princi­ 
pal points of American common school 
legislation, the first draft of which has 
been finished. Fifteen young Americans 
have been employed and sent out nom­ 
inally to teach English, but really to 
perform at the same time the duties of 
county superintendents of schools. Their 
jurisdiction and duties will cover the 
schools of tile entire island and supply 
a w ant that has never before been met. 
A revised course of ^tndy has been pre­ 
scribed for the common schools, and a 
new series cf textbooks for use therein 
hasbeen prepared, the use of which has 
been officially authorized. 
The bocks 
are to be published by a Boston firm. 
?lans for public school buildings have 
also been worked out. 
Only four such 
buildings now exist in Porto Rico. The 
etter continues: 
“ The new secretary of the interior, 
De Valle, is a fine business man, with 
the practical instincts of a Yankee, and 
business moves along with remarkable 
smoothness and celerity since he as­ 
sumed office. 
I mailed yon the other 
day a newspaper containing the plat­ 
form of the new political party organ­ 
ized here. 
The men are the American 
Pcrto Ricans. 
Some time must elapse 
before the rope can safely be taken off 
Porto Rico’s collar. She can’t nm alone 
until enough of the natives have been 
educated in American ideas to make the 
American Porto Rico element the ma­ 
jority. 
At present the Rivera faction, 
Spaniel in all its methods and princi­ 
ples in spite of all its professions to the 
contrary, would soon gain control. 
“ This is a fine country, and with 
good roads and schools will be a pros­ 
perous one. 
The reports about disturb­ 
ances are all bosh, but there are much 
financial depression and actual suffer­ 
ing. 
It seems to me that the currency 
ought to be changed at once. You can­ 
not get the idea out of the heads of 
these people—and you couldn’t if pres­ 
ent conditions were to continue for 
years— that the United States is to re­ 
deem at par the Porto Rican currency, 
whose official ratio is 60. 
The result is 
money hoarded, no investments, no pur­ 
chasers for crops, 
no business. 
Of 
course the tariff uncertainty aggravates 
this state of affairs. ’’—New York Trib­ 
une.

SOLDIERING ABOUT MANILA 
TO STUDY THE OCCULT 
EPWORTH LEAGUE 


4 K rhrankiin D e s c r ib e * th e S fn » « - 
tio n * o f a Man In th e R a n k * . 
L. C. Peter*, a soldier of the Find 
Nebraska in the Philippines, w rites to 
a Chicago paper: 
“ W hat do we think of? 
How do we 
feel? W hat do we do? are the ques­ 
tions. no doubt, of the residents of the 
central western state* who have friends 
and relatives in the army. 
Well, we 
think of when we are going home, think 
of what we used to eat and when w e ' l l 
eat again, and a few’ other 
things. 
W hat do we do? Well, we tight, sleep 
and do guard duty; that is about all. 
We feel tired. 
“ Thp country over which most of the 
conflict in Luzon is tieing waged is very 
rough, and is cut up into ridges by the 
numerous ricefields. 
To give one an 
idea of the topography it will suffice to 
say that the ricefields are all terraces 
running around the many small hills. 
These terraces are each about IOO feet 
wide, and rise one above another, each 
being about a foot or 18 inches higher 
than the one right below it. 
Climbing 
and running up and down terraces with 
a haversack containing 250 rounds of 
Springfield am m unition slung across the 
shoulder and a belt of 50 rounds around 
the waist is not very enjoyable work, 
and soon tires the strongest men. 
“ The m anner of fighting the insur­ 
gents differs a great deal from the or­ 
dinary methods of warfare. No pi tehee 
battles are fought, no firing from be­ 
hind breastworks of stone or earth. To 
tight the Filipinos one m ust ambush or 
be ambushed and after the enemy is 
once in sight m ust run bim down. The 
Filipinos worry more than really fight, 
and this constant w orrying of troops by 
small bodies of insurgents makes the 
work very fatiguing to the soldier. The 
Filipino carries no heavy pack or ac­ 
couterm ents and 
goes barefoot most 
of the time. He can run like a deer, and 
does so rather than meet a foe face to 
face. 
Being light of foot and knowing 
every foot of the country he traverses. 
he has a big advantage. 
Then, again. 
he doesn’t have to worry about bolding 
the ground he takes, for he isn’t on the 
taking side of the game. 
“ It is interesting to know how m any 
of the boys believe in fatality, and one 
often hears one say to another, ‘Well, 
when your tim e comes to die you’ll die, 
no m atter w hether you are in the front 
or rear, and there isn’t any use dodging.' 
Dodging bullets is a harmless but use­ 
less pastime 
indulged in by many. 
Dodging is useless, because when one 
hears the ball it is already past and too 
late to dodge. One soldier when ‘loshed’ 
for ducking his head remarked, ‘Well, 
PII tell you fellows there’s consolation 
in knowing you tried to get out of the 
way anyhow. * ”____________ 


HEROISM OF TEN TH 'S MEN. 


S u r g e o n From Manila Tells of Penn­ 
sylvan ia Soldier*’ Bravery. 
Dr. W. C. Ham ilton, who went to 
M anila w ith the Tenth Pennsylvania 
regim ent, returned to his home at Bea­ 
ver, Pa., recently. He was transferred to 
the hospital corps at M alate on Sept 
ll. 
Dr. Ham ilton said: “ The men of the 
Tenth are ready to stay in the Philip­ 
pines as long as the government may 
need their services, and th at will be 
for some time. The Filipinos are likely 
to conduct a long bushwhacking fight. 
When I left Manila, the men of the 
Tenth were in good condition.’’ 
Dr. Ham ilton tells a story of heroism 
on the part of George Gibbons and 
Frank Barbee, who enlisted from San 
Francisco. 
D uring the battle of Caloo- 
can news was brought th at a M ontana 
captain had been fatally wounded. G ib­ 
bons and Barbee went after him w ith 
the ambulance. Dr. Ham ilton continues 
the story as follows: 
“ W hen the ambulance stopped and 
the tw o were about to pick the captain 
from the ground, both horses were shot. 
Gibbons, who was a strapping fellow, 
put the wounded captain on his shoul­ 
ders and started back, when a bullet 
pierced his heart, and he dropped dead. 
“ Barbee picked up the captain and 
carried him back to our tem porary q u ar­ 
ters, a distance of one-half mile. Barbee 
then returned to where his comrade lay 
dead 
and succeeded in carrying his 
body back in safety. 
After the battle 
was over this M ontana captain sent for 
Barbee and handed him his belt and re­ 
volver and told him to take them as a 
rem em brance.” —Special 
Philadelphia 
Press.

The first m eeting of the Psychic Study 
society, organized by the Rev. Henry 
Frank, was held the other evening in 
Bt. Stephen’s hall, in New York. It was 
a public meeting, and the hall was 
crowded to the doors. 
In the audience 
were clergymen, physicians and other 
professional men. 
The speakers were 
the Rev. Henry Frank, who presided. 
and Dr. Paul Gilder, head of the Pas­ 
teu r institute in New York. 
Among 
the stated objects of the society are 
“ the study of hypnotism and mesiner 
lam and an inquiry into the alleged 
phenomena of clairvoyance, somnam­ 
bulism, thought transference and all 
m atters of 
kindred nature and the 
careful investigation of any reports 
resting on strin g testim ony of alleged 
apparitions occurring at the moment of 
death or otherwise and of alleged dis 
tnrbances in places reputed to be h au n t­ 
ed .” 
The proceedings began w ith the ejec­ 
tion of an aged scoffer. 
He arose, and, 
addressing the Rev. Mr. Frank in a 
loud voice, wanted to be informed 
w hether the m eeting was a bona fide 
public one or whether it was packed 
“ like a mere Saratoga convention.” 
“ It is absolutely public, and all are 
entitled to give their views and join the 
society or refrain from doing so,” re­ 
plied the Rev. Mr. Frank. 
“ I guess nit, and I ’ve had enough of 
i t . ” 
“ P u t him out I” commanded the 
president, and this was prom ptly done. 
“ N ow ,” said the Rev. Mr. Frank, 
“ gentlemen will pass down the aisles 
w ith slips of paper, and those who wish 
to join the society will please w rite 
down their names and addresses.” 
“ I think, ” ventured a m an in the 
audience diffidently, “ that it would per­ 
haps be as well if the objects aud aims 
and plans of the society are explained to 
bs before we are asked to join it. ” This 
suggestion was applauded by some per­ 
sons in the rear of the hall, and the 
Rev. Mr. Frank explained these at 
length. 
He told how a m an had come to him 
and told him th at his furniture had 
taken to dancing and reeling about the 
rooms of his house in a most inexplica­ 
ble and terrifying m anner, so th at his 
fam ily were “ scared half to death. ” He 
also spoke of another case to which his 
attention had been drawn. 
It was that 
of a man who was on a visit to some 
friends. The visitor, while in bed, there 
being a light in his bedroom, saw a 
person enter the room, go to a bureau, 
fake therefrom a razor, stand in front 
-of a mirror, cut his throat and vanish. 
A t the breakfast table the next morning 
he recounted w hat he had seen and 
identified the apparition’s portrait from 
among I OO photographs. He then learn­ 
ed forth© first tim e th at the original of 
the portrait had years before committed 
suicide in the m anner described and in 
that very bedroom. 
“ The society,” said the Rev. Mr. 
Frank, “ will investigate any reports 
made to them of dancing furniture and 
m anifestation of any nature whatso­ 
ever. 
If it be found th at there are no 
Keely wires, th at pranks are not played 
upon the persons who report the alleged 
phenomena, the cause thereof will be 
sought for in a cautious, strictly se B e­ 
title and thorough m anner by members 
qualified by their scientific attainm ents, 
study or intelligence to pursue such in­ 
vestigation.” 
Dr. Paul Gibier was then introduced 
The doctor is the author of a work en­ 
titled. “ Phychisin — An Analysis of 
Things E xisting.” 
It was explained 
th at he was under the impression that 
he was to address a l>ody of scientists 
and not a public meeting. 
Instead, 
therefore, of entering upon a scientific 
discourse, as he bad intended, he deliv­ 
ered an address in defense of psychism 
“ The tim e is fast approaching,” said 
he, “ when a lack of knowledge of this 
subject will be considered ae gross igno­ 
rance. 
It bas been said that in psychic 
phenomena a possible explanation of 
the universe might he found. 
Is this 
not too rash an assertion, and is not the 
expression of this expectation by far 
too unscientific? I think not, for the 
aim of science, as pointed out by H ux­ 
ley and other savants of his school, is 
nothing short of a complete explanation 
ef the universe. 
“ In reality neither Huxley nor Tyn­ 
dall was consistent in his teachings in 
denying the existence of and scorning 
psychic phenomena, a subject which 
they had not investigated. They failed 
to steer their bark according to their 
beacon. 
They did not hold to what 
Huxley termed ‘th at scientific ars ar- 
tiu m ,’ 
the art of saying ‘I don’t 
know, * and the facts are the reefs on 
which the consistency of their attitu d e 
was wrecked, for facts exist.”

How a Kansas City Boomer Is 


Building His House.

There is a man in Kansas City who 
decided to build a home this spring 


aud. being a boomer, he conceived the 
idea of constructing and furnishing his 
betise as nearly as possible from Kan­ 
sas City material*. 
The only foreign 
material iii the structnre is nails. 
Of 
coarse the In rn ber was shipped here 
from a distance, but since it came on 
in the rough and was dressed and made 
ready for use by Kansas City planing 
mills he feels the right to stretch a 
point in this respect. And what makes 
the boomer particularly happy is that 
bis house will cost less than the $3,000 
be expected to pot into it, and he con­ 
siders the homemade materials are su­ 
perior to any that conld be imported 
This is his own story: 
“ I am a constant ‘rooter’ for Kansas 
City, and when I started out to build a 
house I made up my mind to make a 
v.nre enough Kansas City house. 
If I 
could use glue instead of nails ant 
(crews for putting it together, I ’d defy 
any man to lay his hand on a part of it 
that wasn’t manufactured here. To be 
gin at the beginning, the foundation of 
my house is Kansas City limestone 
quarried by Kansas City laborers, using 
Kansas City made tools. The stone was 
hauled from the quarry to my house in 
wagons made in Kansas City, drawn by 
Kansas City horses, wearing Kansas 
City harness. 
You see, I went in for 
the whole thing while I was at it. The 
cellar and excavations for the founda­ 
tion were dug partly w ith Kansas City 
picks. I think they worked in a shove 
or so that wasn’t made here, but I 
couldn’t prove it. The foundation stones 
were cemented together with sand from 
the river and lime made right here. 
“I wouldn’t have any lumber that 
had been dressed away from Kansas 
City, as I consider it manufactured at 
home if it comes here in the rough and 
is prepared for use later. 
All of the 
main body will be made of lumber that 
I know has been through Kansas City 
planing mills. There will be tar paper 
under the weatherboarding, and that is 
made here, as will be all of the doors 
sashes, sashweights, locks, doorknobs, 
cornices and the art glass in the front 
door. I had to put up with imported 
glass for the windows, but it was be­ 
cause there wasn’t any way to get 
around it, and the lights will be put in 
with Kansas City putty. The laths and 
shingles, too, are worked up somewhere 
else, but I had the satisfaction of know­ 
ing that we have the machinery in 
Kansas City planing mills to do the 
work if we wanted to. 
“If any corrugated ironwork goes 
into my house, it will be homemade. So 
will be all freizes and centerpieces, 
newel posts, stairs, chandeliers,mantels, 
all cornices and moldings. I suppose the 
guttering and rain pipes will have to 
be made from imported tin, but Kansas 
City manufacturers will shape it and 
solder it together with Kansas City 
made solder.

E D U C A T I O N IN P O R T O RICO. 


I n t r o d ut* i n u th**

From a private letter received at 
Washington from an American iii Porto 
Hico some interesting information not 
contained in the press dispatches is de­ 
rived. 
He is especially interested in 
educational matters. It appears, among 
other things, that steps have been taken 
to prepare a statute covering the princi­ 
pal points of American common school 
legislation, the first draft of which has 
been finished. Fifteen young Americans 
have been employed and sent out nom­ 
inally to teach English, but really to 
perform at the same time the duties of 
county superintendents of schools. Their 
jurisdiction and duties will cover the 
schools of the entire island and supply 
a want that has never before been met. 
A revised course of Vtndy has been pre­ 
scribed for the common schools, and a 
new series of textbooks for use therein 
hasbeen prepared, the use of which has 
been officially authorized. 
The bocks 
are to be published by a Boston firm 
Plans for public school buildings have 
also been worked out. 
Only four such 
buildings now exist in Porto Rico. The 
letter continues: 
“ The new secretary of the Interior, 
De Valle, is a fine business man, with 
the practical instincts of a Yankee, and 
business moves along with remarkable 
smoothness and celerity since he as­ 
sumed office. I mailed you the other 
day a newspaper containing the plat 
form of the new political party organ­ 
ized here. 
The men are the American 
Porto Ricans. 
Some time must elapse 
before the rope can safely be taken off 
Porto Rico’s collar. She can’t run alone 
until enough of the natives have been 
educated in American ideas to make the 
American Porto Rico element the ma­ 
jority. 
At present the Rivera faction, 
Spanish in all its methods and princi­ 
ples in spite of all its professions to the 
contrary, would soon gain control. 
“ This is a fine country, and with 
good roads and schools will be a pros­ 
perous one. 
The reports about disturb­ 
ances are all bosh, but there are much 
financial depression and actual suffer­ 
ing. 
It seems to me that the currency 
ought to be changed a t once. You can­ 
not get the idea out of the heads of 
these people—and you couldn’t if pres­ 
ent conditions were to continue for 
years—that the United States is to re­ 
deem at par the Porto Rican currency, 
whose official ratio is 60. The result is 
money hoarded, no investments, no pur­ 
chasers for crops, no business. 
Of 
course the tariff uncertainty aggravates 
this state of affairs. ’’—New York Trib­ 
une.

They already had enough paper to make 
notes to the value of $9,000,000. 
The story of this most rem arkable a t­ 
tem pt to defraud the governm ent by 
counterfeiting includes the arrest of a 
partnership of five criminals, the seizure 
of the face and back plates of the $100 
silver certificate, which has so long w or­ 
ried and troubled the treasury, the face 
and back [dates of an Everett head $50 
silver certificate the partly finished face 
and back plates of a $100 Lincoln head 
treasury note. the unfinished face and 
back plates of a $20 silver certificate 
and three IO cent 50 cigar internal reve­ 
nue stamp plates. I t also shows how the 
conspirators were about to get into the 
manufacture of paper like that used by 
the government in printing treasury

printed seal, there were under pressor* 
about 3 ,0 0 0 sheets of stamps. On a box 
in another corner were a number of 
w etting cloths and about 1,000 sheets of 
counterfeit revenue paper. 
“ On the same floor in 37 tobacco 
cases we found about one-third of a ton 
of the paper bearing the distinctive 
mark of the revenue service. 
This pa 
per, we learned, had been made over 
five years ago, and we learned that tilt 
man who made it is dead, fortunate!} 
for him. 
This left us to reckon with 
Jacobs. Officers Burns and S. A. Donella 
of O m aha district went to his office, but 
he was very busy, and they could not 
see him. Finally they forced their way 
to him, arrested him and seized the 
factory. 
W e found a large supply of 
stam ps in drawers accessible to clerks 
who stam ped the boxes. 
These were 
placed in the drawer each m orning by 
Jacobs. He brought them over in pack­ 
ages once a week from Ken dig’s office. 
There are 48 of the counterfeit silver 
certificates in my office in W ashington, 
and I am confident th at less than # 10.- 
000 of these were printed. 
“ Now as to the arrest of Mr. Newitt. 
He is a m an who knew and realized the 
peril of the enterprise in which he was 
engaged. 
He is, moreover, a man who 
believes th at every m an has his price. 
In February last he conceived the idea 
of protecting himself by arranging to 
secure inside inform ation through Se­ 
cret Service Agent McManus. 
I w it­ 
nessed tw o interview s and a num ber of 
meetings between Mr. N e w itt and Mc 
Maims, and 
subsequent

these tw o interviews I w as handed #500 
by McManus. 
I now have th at money 
in my possession.

E xperim ents made d u rin g the past few 
days at N otre Dame university. South 
Bend, Iud., have convinced Professor 
Jerom e J. Green that the Marconi ays 
tem of telegraphy will he in general us* 
at no d istan t date. 
Professor Green is- 
in charge of the d epartm ent of physics 
and electrical 
engineering 
at Notre 
Dame, and has devoted much time to 
experim ents w-itli wireless telegraphy 
Tests from one building to another on 
the cam pus were tried w ith rem arkabk 
success. They were obtained by the use 
of apparatus constructed iii the luhora 
tory of tile college. 
The equipm ent, as arranged by Pro 
tensor Green, consists of an induction 
coil, to which 
is 
affixed a vertical 
charged wire and a sim ilar one is con 
Hooted w ith the earth at the point cl 
sending. At the receiving station is the 
coherer, which consists of a small glas- 
tube w ith insertions of brass metal at 
each end. The space between the metals 
contains filings cf silver and nickel 
A 
high resistance relay and a sounder ar* 
also at the receiving station. 
These tw o instrum ents are exactlv 
the same as are used in the ordinary 
telegraph office, thus m aking it jiossi 
hie for the operator who is callable of 
receiving messages over the wires to 
perform the same work w ith the new 
discovery. At the sending station there 
is, instead of the ordinary keyboard, a 
simple lever, which works like a pump 
handle. As dots and dashes are measured 
by the m anner of pressing the key un 
der the present system, they are indi 
cated by the new in the distance Uni­ 
lever is pushed down or raised. 
At the 
tip of 
the 
vertical w ire is a brass 
i-phere, aud from this the sound waves 
go out in every direction, unless reflect 
ors are used to compel the message to 
go out like rays from a searchlight 
The receiver intended to ta k e n message 
is tuned to the same point of synchro­ 
nism as the machine w hich sends the 
message. 
“ There may be dozens of 
instru­ 
m ents,” 
explained Professor Green, 
“ from w hich messages are being trails 
m ilted at the same time, and unless the 
receivers are tuned to the exact synchro- I 
nism of the instrument a t the point of 
sending one will not interfere with 
the other, and each in stru m en t will 
take only the message intended for it ’

w ith Mr. and Mrs. M cElheny, her cou 
sins, who has been w ith her during the 
trial, and lunched w ith them at th 
hotel.

The sixteenth ballot stood 
eight for not guilty, three for m an­ 
slaughter and one for assault and bat­ 
tery. 
The tw entieth ballot was taken 
showing l l for not guilty and one for 
first degree murder. 
The same result was obtained in the 
twenty-first ballot. 
The twenty-second 
and last ballot was a unanim ous vote for 
uot guilty.

The special meeting of oouncil held 
last evening was not a success, as the 
members failed to transact the business 
for which it was called. 
It was 8:20 o’clock when President 
Peach called the meeting to order, aud 
Mr. Ashbaugh was the only member 
absent. Mr. Peach stated that the meet­ 
ing had been called for the purpose of 
considering the public printing and the 
mayor’s appointments, but 
that the 
mayor had seen fit to not submit his ap­ 
pointments. 
They had been with Clerk 
Hanley, bat the mayor had taken them 
away for some reason. 
The printing qnestion came first and 
Captain Palmer, with permission, w ith­ 
drew a bid he had given to the clerk, 
and in behalf of the local papers stated 
that they were willing to print the city’s | ber from tbe pjrgt 
m atter in ail papers at one-third the 
legal price for each, believing that it was 
the fairest proposition that could be 
offered. 
President Peach asked Clerk Hanley 
if he had any bids, and the clerk replied 
that he had not. 
Mr. Smith said that a motion to 
award the oontract to the lowest bidder 
had been carried, aud as oounoil had 
received no bids there was no farther 
action to be taken on the question. 
Mr. Peach asked if there was auy 
person present to tender a bid for the 
city printing, and as no one made reply 
he said it would be a hard matter to 
decide. 
Mr. McHenry said he thought 
the matter bad been left in the hands of 
the finance committee and the body of 
oouncil had nothing to do with it. 
He 
said it didn’t know whether it was 
customary to advertise for bids. Mr. 
Peach said the object was to try and 
settle the matter, and it was thought 
best to let oouncil act. 
Mr. Smith moved that counoil ad­ 


journ and the motion was seconded by 
Mr. Seckerson. 
Mr. Cain wanted to 
talk about Tanyard run sewer, and 
thought connoil should build a portion 
of the storm water sewer. Mr. Marshall 
thought it was a poor idea, as it woald 
seriously hamper the building of the 
sanitary sewer in district No. 2. 
Mr. 
McHenry said the sanitary sewer should 
be built, but didn’t know anything 
about the storm water sewer. 
Engineer 
George wanted a committee appointed 
to confer with the sewer commissioners, 
but the matter was finally disposed of 
without action being taken. 
The proprietors of the newspapers re­ 
tired, and in a few minutes retnrned 
with a bid offering to do the printing 
for one-third the legal rate. 
Mr. Cain 
said it looked to him like a joint affair, 
and the papers mast have misunderstood 
oouncil, who wanted the lowest bidder 
to get the printing. 
Council then adjourned, bot several 
of the members remained and looked 
over the printing bids. 
Suddenly Mr. 
Marshall, who has beoome a legal (?) 
advisor of no small ability, began to talk 
about a collusion of bidders, and in ac­ 
cordance with his usaal advice to conn­ 
oil, thought the solicitor should com­ 
mence an action against the newspapers. 
He was the only member who could see 
the “collusion,” but the m atter will be 
farther investigated in an endeavor to 
discover what point the talkative mem- 
ward was endeavor­ 
ing to reach. 
Mr. Cain was in favor of 
printing handbills, bot nobody else had 
thought of the plan, and after talking 
some time the members went home.

saloon. 
I think there are two windows 
and one door into the barroom and a hall 
door. 
I don’t know where the hall door 
goes. 
The

both above and below, shutting off all 
view of the interior. I made no attempt 
to look in the saloon, but looked at the 
windows. 
Officer McMillan was with 
me and we couldu’t see in at all.” 
On cross-examination the witness said 
he did not go in the alley for the special 
purpose of looking at the windows, bat 
that his attention was called to it by 
Officer McMillan, who said he didn’t 
think the saloons were observing the 
screen ordinance very well. 
He said he 
stood within five or six feet of the win­ 
dows, and they were four feet or more 
from the ground. 
He also testified that 
Mr. Geon was a law-abiding citizen. 
This closed the case of the city, and 
the only witness called for the defense 
was S. O. W hittenberger who said : “ I 
have lived here 22 years and have known 
Joseph W. Geon almost all that time. I 
am bartender for Geon. 
I remember 
when the screen ordinance was passed 
he told Robert Spencer and myself to be 
careful and keep the screens open. 
We 
are the only ones about the bar. 
I left 
the place Saturday night and to my 
knowledge the 
screens were never 
closed. 
Mr. Geon s business is con­ 
ducted in a law abiding way.” 
Solicitor McGarry subjected the w it­ 
ness to a very rigid cross examination 
and he sa id : 
“ I have lived here 22 
years aud have been in the whisky busi- 
ness during that time.

Attorney Clark at once made a motion 
to rest the judgm ent on the ground that 
the court had no legal right to try the 
case, as it was not in his jurisdiction, 
the affidavit being defective and the 
ordinance under which the defendant 
was arrested being null and void ; that 
the finding of the court was against the 
evidence and law, and the court erred 
as the defendant did not waive the right 
to a jury trial.

There is a man in Kansas City who 


decided to build a home this spring, 
and, being a boomer, he conceived the 
idea of constructing and furnishing his 
house as nearly as possible from K an­ 
sas City materials. 
The only foreign 
material in the structnre is nails. 
Of 
conrse the lumber was shipped here 
from a distance, but since it came on 
in the rough and was dressed and made 
ready for use by Kansas City planing 
mills he feels the right to stretch a 
point in this respect. And w hat makes 
the boomer particularly happy is that 
his house will cost less than the #3,000 
he expected to put into it, and he con- 
fcider^ the homemade m aterials are su­ 
perior to any that could be imported 
This is his own story: 
“ I am a constant ‘rooter’ for Kansas 
City. and when I started out to build a 
house I made up my m ind to make a 
sore enough Kansas City house. 
If I 
could use glue instead of nails ane 
screws for putting it together, I ’d defy 
any man to lay his hand on a part of it 
that wasn’t m anufactured here. To be­ 
gin at the beginning, the foundation of 
my house is Kansas City limestone, 
quarried by Kansas City laborers, using 
Kansas City made tools. The stone was 
hauled from the quarry to my house in 
wagons made in Kansas City, drawn by 
Kansas City horses, wearing Kansas 
City harness. 
You see, I went in for 
the whole thing while I was at it. The 
cellar and excavations for the founda 
lion were dug partly w ith Kansas City 
picka 
I think they worked in a shovel 
or so that w asn’t made here, but I 
couldn’t prove it. The foundation stones 
were cemented together with sand from 
the river and lime made right here. 
“ I wouldn’t have any lumber that 
had been dressed away from Kansas 
City, as I consider it m anufactured at 
home if it comes here in the rough and 
is prepared for use later. 
All of the 
main body will be made of lumber that 
I know’ has been through Kansas City 
planing mills. There will be tar paper 
under the weatherboarding, and that is 
made here, as will be all of the doors, 
sashes, sash weights, locks, doorknobs, 
cornices and the art glass in the front 
door 
I had to put up with imported 
glass for the windows, but it was be­ 
cause there w asn’t any way to get 
around it, and the lights will be put in 
with Kansas City putty. The laths and 
shingles, too, are worked up somewhere 
else, but I had the satisfaction of know 
ing that we have the machinery in 
Kansas City planing mills to do the 
work if we wanted to. 
“If any corrugated ironwork goes 
into my house, it will be homemade. So 
will be all freizes and centerpieces, 
newel posts, stairs, chandeliers, mantels, 
all cornices and moldings. I suppose the 
guttering and rain pipes will have to 
be made from imported tin, but Kansas 
City manufacturers will shape it and 
colder it together with Kansas City 
made solder All of the drain pipes that 
are made of clay will be manufactured 
titre. So will be the furnace in the cel­ 
lar, the granitoid walks outside and the 
iron fence in front. 
“ WfK'ii the finishing tim e comes, the 
bouse will be painted with homemade 
paint iiihide and out. 
The rooms will 
be frescoed with the same product, and 
when the floors are stained and varnish­ 
ed or waxed, all these will be made 
here. 
In the kitchen will be a range 
made, you bet, in Kansas City, United 
States of America. 
So will be the pans 
ar,l tile kettles, water pails, tinware, 
and .ill kitchen utensils except cutlery 
aud iron pots. 
The kitchen table and 
violin.-is, 
chairs 
and 
brackets and 
shelves will all be made here. The coal 
'urn in the range will be mined in 
• ackton county with Kansas City made 
Ti t ' iind those same Kansas City made 
wading will baa) it to my house.

he makes it here. 
The lights in my 
house will be partly gasoline lamps, 
made in Kansas City, of conrse, aud 
partly incandescent gas lights, the m an­ 
tles for which are also made here. When 
we get the house finished, I expect all 
my of my friends out to see it. ” — K an­ 
sas City Times 


E D U C A T I O N I N P O R T O R I C O . 


I n I roil ut* i ii u lh** 
% iii**ri<*itii Cit in in o n 
S c h o o l S>'Mteni. 
From a private letter received at 
W ashington from an American in Porto 
Rico some interesting information not 
contained in the press dispatches is de­ 
rived. 
He is especially interested in 
educational matters. It appears, among 
other things, that steps have been taken 
to prepare a statute covering the princi­ 
pal points of American common school 
legislation, the first draft of which has 
been finished. Fifteen young Americans 
have been employed and sent out nom­ 
inally to teach English, but really to 
perform at the same time the duties of 
county superintendents of schools. Their 
jurisdiction and duties will cover the 
schools of the entire island and supply 
a w ant that has never before been met. 
A revised course of stuffy has been pre­ 
scribed for the common schools, and a 
new series cf textbooks for use therein 
hasbeen prepared, the use of which has 
been officially authorized. 
The bocks 
are to be published by a Boston firm. 
Plans for public school buildings have 
also been worked out. 
Only four such 
buildings now exist iii Porto Rico. The 
letter continues: 
“ The new secretary of the Interior, 
De Valle, is a fine business man, with 
the practical instincts of a Yankee, and 
business moves along with remarkable 
smoothness and celerity since he as­ 
sumed office. 
I mailed you the other 
day a newspaper containing the plat­ 
form of the new political party organ­ 
ized here. 
The men are the American 
Porto Ricans. 
Some time m ust elapse 
before the rope can safely be taken off 
Porte Rico’s collar. She can’t run alone 
until enough of the natives have been 
educated in American ideas to make the 
American Porto Rico element the ma­ 
jority. 
At present the Rivera faction, 
Spanish iii all its methods and princi­ 
ples in spite of all its professions to the 
contrary, would soon gain control. 
“ This is a tine country, and with 
good roads and schools will be a pros­ 
perous one. 
The reports about disturb­ 
ances are all bosh, but there are much 
financial depression and actual suffer­ 
ing. 
It seems to me that the currency 
ought to be changed a t once. You can­ 
not get the idea out of the heads of 
these people—and you couldn’t if pres­ 
ent conditions were to continue for 
years— that the United States is to re­ 
deem at par the Porto Rican currency, 
whose official ratio is 60. 
The result is 
money hoarded, no investments, no pur­ 
chasers for crops, 
no business. 
Of 
course the tariff uncertainty aggravates 
this state of affairs. ” — New York Trib­ 
une.

30—C om m ent by K ev, S. H. D oyle. 
T o p ic .-—H ow shall we divide our tim e?— 
Eccl. iii, 1-15. 
The proper use of cur time is one of 
the most important duties of life. 
It is 
a gift of God which once gone nevi r 
returns. 
Our success in life depends 
upon our ability to properly divide and 
properly use the time which God allots 
to us. In th.-se days, when the demands 
upon the time of those who are active 
and industrious are so multitudinous, 
the question of the proper dividing of 
time becomes all the more important. 
Alfred the Great of England divided 
his day into three periods of eight hours 
each—one period for work, a second for 
recreation and the third for sleep. Thus 
he accomplished much in life. 
The wise man in the topical ref el sr ,*e 
teaches us that God has set a time for 
all things. 
The changes that are going 
on in life are constant, and yet nothing 
is done haphazardly or without system. 
There is a time for every work of God. 
aud each comes in its season. 
If God 
finds it necessary in order to cf.rry out 
His pur]KJses in life to have a time and 
a season for everything, how much 
more certain it is that if we are to ac­ 
complish the purpose for which God 
made us we m ust have a time for the 
duties of life and perform them at their 
time. 
Just how each one is to divide his 
time is a question that he only can de­ 
cide. 
But there are certain principles 
which should have due influence upon 
all in the use of time. 
I. We should 
use our time iii conformity to the will 
of God. Time is a precious gift of God 
th at should be consecrated to Him, 
just as we consecrate our money or our 
talents to Him.
